Call wenow to mindour late ſoucraigne Lady Queen 
Elizabeth, whem the Angell of the Lord, even trom her 
cradle, did miraculouily preſcrue from the tyranny of all 
her encmies, When (tor our ſinnes)Queene Muy com» 
mitted both the VV ord and Sword, tothe hypocriſy and 
tyranny of the popiſh Cleargy, good Lady El: 5 life 
was then aſſayled with a thuutand publike and priuate 

ractiſes, but the Aﬀgell of the Lord ſtillſtood berweene 

crand her hatmes; andfrom the fettersof aduetſity, loo. 
ſed,andcrowned her Maiclty, withthe ſupremedignity of 
this Realme. Aftgrwards,inthe daycs of her Maieſties moſt 
happy raigne, mary there were, that with the ſuperſtition 
of Papiſiry were ſo blinded,that they ſought dayly totake 
away this good Queencs lite : as Arden and Somernile, the 
one Whercot was cuartered,and madea prey for Fowles; 
theother hanged þ1mfelfc,the night before the appoynted 
day of his execution. 

The dangerous Traitor T brogmerton,as cunningly as he 
diſguiſed his odious treaſons, was intrax pedintheſnares, 
which he {ct for his Countries deſtruction, and worthily

The odious Atheiſt Parry likewiſe had the reward of his 
fellow Treytors,who,though he had the place and oppot« 
tunity, yet as gracclefle as he was, the very Maicſty of her 
princely countenar.ce made himloſet.isrefolution.

. Pharg was warned with divers plagu:s, that he ſhould 
not hinder the departure of the chil-1cen of Iſracl torth of 
Egypt: yet he woul inecds fllow them, to his vrter de- 
ſtruion, \ 

Gods iuſtice ſtrooke 1/ahomet with the falling ſickneſle, 
to make him knovy and repent. his blaſphemic ; but to - 
ſtrengthen the peoples mi>belecte, the Neuil)taught him 
tolay, that his traunce proceeded of theconterence of an 
Angell, vvhole diuine preſence could not endure his 
earthly ſhape. 

Vponthe principall day ofthe bloudy murther at Paris 
in Fraunce, as a token that Gods word ſhoul flourith, in 
deſpight of their cruelty , a deadand withered tree bare 
greene leaues, in that Churchyard that recciued many a 
murthered carkaſe. And yet the Papiſts, onthe contrary 
part, applied this propheſying example, to the ſecond Alo- 
riſhing of the Romuſh church, Thus blind chey are in their 
wicked imaginations & traytrous attempts: and thus, with 
ſuch vaine hopes, areall Traytors led vnto the follics, and 
falles of vnloyall ſubiects, Wherefore, howlocuer they 
perſwade themſclues, and threaten our Countrey with a

Morcouer, natnre hath taught the very Intidels and 
heathcn people to belecue,thar vengeance followeth mur.

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chemſelues, that the bloudrhirſty are worſe then Infidels; 
and cannot eſcapetheſword of vengeance, 

Now,ſecing that Kingy, if they ſhead any bloud,other- 
wiſethen by the ſword of Tuſtice; and [udyes, if they ad- 
iudge death for hatred, feare, or gayne, by Gods nghte- 
ouſnes arepuniſhed as murtherers : what may they then 
expe, thatin corners lay violent handson annoynted 
Kings, or withoutcolour of authority,murther cheinno. 
cent? If the cycsof their vnderſtanding were not blind,

I hauereadof anumbrrof goodand bad Princes, and 
alſpot other which. haue bene bercaued of their liucs, by 
the violent hands of ſecret Traitors: bur among a hundred 
' youſhall hardly findof one munherer,that hath eſcaped 
. the torture of Gods vengeance, 

PBratus and his partakers murdercd Ialiss Ceſar : but noe

John larsgo that firſt aſſailed the godly Prince of Orange, 
had the common reward of Traytors. And the moſt odi- 


ous Athciſt Balthazar Serack, that flue the ſayd Prince, for 
| all 
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all the bleſſings of the Pope, the commendations and 
threatnings of the King of Spaine, exchanged rhe Piſtoll 
yherewith hee ſlue him, for moſt horrible tortures tobee 
executed vpon himſclfe, being the iuſt reward for his hay- 
nous treaſon. 

I could alledge infinite exawples,to diſſwade men from 
violent murther, which Gods prouidence many wayes 
preuenteth,when as his iuſticeneuer leaucth the murthe» 
rer vnpuniſhed, Yetif Traytors had reaſon to obſeruethe 
judgements of ſuch practifers, or experience tolooke into 
the wiſdome of this age, they ſhould ſee their attempt as 
vayne a matter, as fothrow ſtones againſt the ſtarres, or 
witha knock of their head to leuellamountaine,thar ſecke 
to diſplace a beloued Prince, . 

Butnowto wade intothe depth of our ſubiect;ambition 
and deſire of dignity, is the welfpring of rebellion and

Heethat is borne to bee a ſeruant, innowiſeoughtto 
looke for double attendance. 

Dignity is like a vane on a high Tower, whichis ſubieR 
to the chaunce of fortune, as the other is to the chaunce 
of the wind. And, who fo will (it ſurely vpon the ſeatof 
res way Coo. the Snayle, get experience with ſlow 
climing; leſt in taking a ſwifter cc urſe, Iikevnto a Bird, he 
be remoued withthe leaſt ſtonethar is throwne, I meane, 
with the leaſt diſgrace of fortune, If mens minds grow 
bigger then their natrrall conditions, there are many cx- 
amples of vertue to imitate, which hane raiſed ſundry men 
from the cart tothe higheſt degree cf honour ; when 0+ 

C therwile, 
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therwiſe, inclyming by treaſon, many honorable Eſtates 
dye diſhonorably , andto their poſterity, leaueno better 
Inheritance, then Infamy , Therefore ler all ambitious 
minded men kaow, that deſtrution followeth preſump- 


tion, and the clyming of pride will haue a fall. 


And now Ithinke itnotamiſſe, to diſcourſe vnto you 


the ſpeaches of an Engliſh Trayrour, which hce 


ſpoke at 

his execution within theſe few yeres : and his 45 w8ehon 
theſe, Oh, woe is me, vahappy man! I may now rightly 

- compare my cſtate to the ſtate of TH4am, who at firſt was 
placedin Paradiſe, andthercenioyed all the pleaſures of 
thecarth, and was onely forbidden to cate of the fruite of 
one tree: but for histraaſgreſsion, he not onely procured 
miſcry vpon his owne head, but vpon the heads of all his 
ſterity, So (quoth he) I that wanted nothing, but had 
ealth, wealth, and friends, and ſo might long have liued, 
if I could haue forborneto haue vin vncrue to my Prince: 
but alas, for my offence, I haue brought my (clte vntothis 
miſery, by which, my good moiher, iy loning wite, my 
foure brethren, and fixeſiſters, yea, and our whole houſe 
(neuer before attaynted) is infamed, and our poſterity for 


eucrliketo be vndone. 


By his ouerthrow all men are warned to make chovece 
of good company : for the old Proucrbe is verifie4,Euill 
company corrupts good maners. An4 truly, the iniury he 
hath done to his vyhole poſtcrity, may be a fearetu!] exams» 

le, tofeare men from treaſon,eipccially the Nobility and 
ter ſort of Gentlemen; for they thereby not oucly 
loſe their lives and liuings, but the honour of their houſes 


are corrupted, Contrarivvile, for tit; verie and 


dutitull 
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ſeruice of one man,a number ofhis poſterity receive buth 
honour,and many other worldly bleflings. 

Hereby we may comparea Traytors offence to Adems 
fault, and wee may liken the ſacred Maicſiy of our rcnow- 
med King, tothe pleaſant and glotious fruit of the tree of 
life, fo precious in Gods eyes, as he forbade Adam, and all 
the ſeed of 1dam, to lay violent hands vpon. 

But now, toreturne againe to the bad fucceſſe of Tray- 
ears in theiratecmprs, coultder = thele fewe exawples, 
that hapncd in Queene Elzabeths cayes, ' 

Firſt, confider we how P:#5 quiztus (et Doctor LAMortes 
on worke(being an Engliſh Fugitiuc) torayſea commori- 
on in the North parts, where the Earle of Weſtmerland, 
and other great perlonages entredinto open rebellion ; 
yet the very ſound of her Malcſtics power diſmayed them, 
and happy was he that could run faſteſt away, The princi- 
pals fied; but eſcaped not the iuſtice due vnro Traytors: 
and the Ea:le of Weſtmerland himſclfe everaſterliucd in 
pouerty,and for a bare allowance,was ſubicR tothe proud 
controlement of euery raſcall Spanyard, | 

Filiea,to draw her Miicſtics fubiz&s from dutifull ube» 
dience, (ct y p the Popes Bu'l vpon the Biſhopof Loadons 
gate; but(God be prayled) the hornes,thatſhould haue 
gored the innocent,turned into a halter to hang the Troy» 
tor Felton, 

Th2 Pope expeQing no good ſucceſſe by open force, 
then armcd his pradtiſcs with Machiauils policies; Mader & 
Barlow,wcre raade Inſtruments to murther {ome principal 
Magiit:ates: bur their confuſion was ſpeedy,and their pur« 
pole fcultrete,

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The peace of England wastrouble with the con{pir2cy 
of T, ton, Appleyard, Brooke and others; butthey had!

DoGor Story way be an example of Gods inſtice hereir'; 
the Earleof Deſmond, Doour Sewers, Crmion, the 
fourcrcene Traytors, and many others may be lutficicm 
witneſſes of the miſerable cnds of Trayrors,
